Alderman May Tells Large

Opposition Only. From Those

The new pavilion and bandstand in 
the Fast End park, the first of Ed- 
monton'’s permanent park Improve- 
nents to be completed, was officially 
opened yesterday afternoon with a 
concert of the Citizens’ band and a 
speech by Alderman Muay, chairman of 
the parks and markets. committee of 
the city council, Commissioner Harri- 


son of the parks and markets depart- 
ment was also present A crowd of 
between’ 2,000 and 3,000 was in at- 


tendance, and noted with @leasure the 
many improvements made last 
fall. 

Alderman May said: 

“The development of our parks and 
Playgrounds is a matter that has been 
before us for the last four five 
years, As far back as that we have 
had men in the city who foresaw the 
needs of the city and its inhabitants 
for open spaces and who have acted on 


since 


such belief and bought such. spaces 
like West End — park, Exhibition 
grounds, on which we stand now, and 
Riverside park on the south side, We 
have seen how this modest beginning 
has been increased, especially in the 
year 1912, uhtil we now have about 


1,000 acres of land available for parks 
and playgrounds, 

“This is our foundation and now we 
have started to develop it in such 4 
way that in the course of a few years 
we will have real parks capable of giv- 
ing rest, recreation, and enjoyment to 
thousands of people, in any kind of 
weather, and yet preserve as much as 


possible the’charin of wild nature, Our 
charter provides that we can take 
three-quarters of a mill of our tax 


rate and devote it to parks; besides, it 
leaves us free to raise the necessary 
money for-permanent improvements by 
issuing debentures. This provision of 
the charter is not popular, especially 
with those who own much — property 
and are rich enough tb spend — thelr 
winters in California, and their sum- 
mers in Europe, where the parks are 
older and better and prettier than ours 
Wilk be for a good many years, But 
most of us are not in that position; we 
have to live here and since we cannot 
enjoy the civilization @¢ older countries 
the best thing we can do is bring that 
civilization over here and develop our 
elty so that it is a fit place to live in, 
That cannot be done without expense 
of money, of labor, of brains, and it 
cannot be done without a public spirit 
that is willing to make such an ex- 
pense, but if that public spirlt is there, 
if the people of Edmonton haye an 
earnest wish to be citizens of a city 
whose development is second to none in 
Canada, then the expense of making 
parks, playgrounds and boulevards can 
be undertaken with a firm confidence 
that it will be for the benefit of those 
who are in this city today and those 
who will come after them. 

The pavilion which is now dedicated 
to its use is the first plece of per- 
manent work completed this year, It 
will be followed in rapld succession 
by others, by playgrounds, swimniing 
bath, a promenade of College avenue, 
athletlo fields; in short, everything 
that will tend to make parks out of 
bare hillsides, wild woods and sloughs. 


We expect to have these Improve- 
ments ready as summer. progresses 
until October, when we will be able 


to open a municipal swimming bath to 
the public and thus make 1914 an im- 
portant one In the development of Rd- 
monton’s parks and playgrounds. 

The acoustic properties of the new 
bandstand are bad, This ts because 
it is In the shape of a half cup Instead 
of that of a shell. The sound is not 


thrown out, but up and back. The 
audience gets a minimum of the 
sound, while the bandsmen are con- 


fused and cannot hear the other in- 
struments, This flaw in the band- 
stand was also proved in the case of 
Alderman May. The alderman has a 
fine carrying volce, but he could not 
be heard any distance yesterday and 
then only faintly.

SASKATOON COLLEGE 
PRINCIPAL SPEAKS 
TO LOCAL STUDENTS 


Reverend Doctor Oliver, principal of 
the Presbyterian theological college at 
Saskatoon, gave the annual baccalau- 
reate address at the First Baptist 
church yesterday evening. A large 
body of students from the University 
of Alberta attended en masse, some ot 
the members of the graduating class 
occupying the front. row. 

Professor Oliver chose for his text 
the passage “I thank thee, O Father, 
Lord of Heaven and earth, that thou 
hast hid these things from the wise 
and prudent, and hath revealed them 
unto babes.” 

The speaker's opening words were, 
“The Christian. religion Is neither cul- 
ture nor politics, it Is the life of the 
heart”, He stated that at the time 
the words of the text had been spoken 
the civilization in Greece and Rome 
had reached a very advanced stage 
and it was from here that a great deal 
of the present day civilization had 
been recelyed, 

Dr. Oliver made T'aul of Tarsus an 
inspiring example to his auditors 
“Here was a man of great Intellectual 
abllity and instead of writing brilliant 
classical works he had followed the 
advice of his conscience, In explain- 
ing to King Agrippa why he had not 
followed a life of culture and ease, 
he replied, “I was not disobedient to 
the Heavenly vision”.

THE MEXICAN WHO SEES 
THE SITUATION CLEARLY. 

The Mexican revolution today is not a great uprising based upon 
some religious passion or patriotic fervor. It is a purely economic 
revolution of browbeaten peons clamoring for land. It is the clash 
of the agrarian with the feudal systems. For hundreds of years the 
lower strata of Mexico has lain dormant, in a state of peonage, the 
human beings going with the land; the owner of the hicendia being 
master in the same manner that the grand dukes were in Russia or 
the Barons in the Britain in the days of the Henrys. In his later days 
Diaz allowed those who clustered around his administration for the 
graft there was to be had, the contifios, to ignore the rights of the 
peons to a habitation. They sold the land from under the peon in 
the same way that land was sold from under the crofters in Scotland 
to make deer forests. The land thus sold passed into the hands of 
foreign exploiters, British, Spanish and United States citizens who had 
little or no regard for the traditions of. the country and no considera- 
tion for the peons thus dispossessed. More than eighty per cent. of 
the Mexicans are absolutely illiterate. Nearly half of them are pure 
Indian, and more than half of the remainder are half breed Indian. 
Their cause and case and circumstances are much the same as the 
Indians and half breeds of our own Northwest, who went out in the 
{wo Riel rebellions because they believed the white men were coming 
in to take the country from them which had been theirs since time im- 
memorial, Those who follow Carranza and Villa do so for one con- 
cise and specific reason: land. It is the land the peon wants and it is 
the land he will have. To him all roads that lead to the land are good, 
and all others bad, To him it makes no manner of difference who is 
president so long as he may be allowed to live in peace and undis- 
turbed possession of the land on which he was born. The govern- 
ment, which guarantees him this age-long desire of his heart, will 
have his submission and support. The government which fails, as 
the Diaz government failed, will fall. The Huerta government today, 
in offering the populace of Mexico grants of land in payment for en- 
listment is making the arrangements which could not fail to perpetu- 
ate the revolution forever and ever, so long as any of the dispossess- 
ed peons remained alive. 

Bandit and all as he is, Villa is the man who has quite evidently 
een this trom the very first, and every public utterance of his and 
every interview given by him tends to strengthen the opinion that he 
is the natural enemy of the Centificos and the natural champion to 
whom the peons may look with some degree of assurance that their 
rights in the land will be respected, if his rebellion triumphs. 

But while this desire for the land is the moving factor among 
the peons, it is by no means as great a question in the city of Mexico. 
Here, bitterness against the dictator, born of ~cquaintenship at close 
range with his barborous methods, has raised an array of enemies 
With animosities against not only Huerta alone, but against all who 
have participated in and become recognized with his system; Let 
once the military authority be released for an hour; and Mexico city 
would be in the throes of bloody anarchy. The sudden abdication of

The schooner had “a small cabin 
crowded with passengers, many crying 
children, no rest day or night." On 
the twenty-second: “Most all sick, but 
able to sit up and wait on themselves. 
Men not much sick; they tarried on 
deck.” On the twenty-third: “Vessel 
rocks very much; lay by for the night, 
Which is @ great comfort." The ship 
reached Detroit at sunset on the 
twenty-fourth, and the passengers 
went on shore, The folowing day they 
passed through the Detroit river and 
reached Lake St, Clair, where, owing 
to contrary winds, they lay by for the 
night and the following day.

Up to the hour of going to press, Villa appears to be the one 
Mexican who sees the situation in Mexico clearly. He realizes that 
United States has no desire but the establishment of a government 
which recognized that the Mexicans as a people are entitled to 
gonstitutional government, and he concedes that for the constitu- 
tionalists and United States to fight over a drunken assassin like 
Huerta would be the height of folly. But while United States is 
quite evidently awaiting the time when the Huerta regime will topple 
in order to assist whoever follows to set up a government, Villa sees 
no reason why the United States should protract the war and prolong 
the suffering by handicapping the forces which so manifestly represent 
the preponderating majority of public opinion in Mexico, to say 
nothing of the danger, in the event of Huerta’s sudden abdication, of 
precipitating a reign of terror in Mexico City itself while his forces, 
still three hundred ‘miles away, and the United States forces no 
nearer than Vera Cruz, would be powerless to avert the slaughter. 

Lift the embargo on arms, says Villa, and he will be in Mexico 
City in a few days and have order established. 

The exigencies of the situation would seem to justify the Unit- 
ed States in taking Villa at his word. If Villa had arms and ammuni- 
tion, the fight might be more deadly while it lasted, but it could not 
last long, and as the cause which he represents is bound to continue

NINETEEN YEAR 
OLD GIRL VICTIM 
OF FOUL MURDER 


Brutal: Outrage Committed in 
Rear of Montreal Shoe 
Store 


DISGRUNTLED WORKMEN 
ARE UNDER SUSPICION 


Provincial and City Police Both 
Busy; Expect to Make 
Arrest Today 


Quebec, May 11.—One. of the foulest 
and most brutal murders ever perpe- 
trated in Quebec was committed here 
this morning in St. Sauver ward, when 
Marie Blanche Dubuois, aged 19 years 
was beaten to death with a hammer 
in the rear of the shoe store which 
was conducted by her and her brother. 

This morning about half past ten 
o'clock somebody rang the bell at the 
private entrance. Miss Dubuols ans- 
wered the door, and calling up stairs 
she told her mother that there was a 
man who wished to change a pair of 
boots which did not fit. She took the 
key to open a door communicating 
from the passage to the private en- 
trance to the store and evidently let 
the man In. As she had not returned 
in half an hour, her mother became 
anxious and called down to her, There 
was no. reply, and the mother on des- 
cending the stairway found the door 
leading to the store open, She en- 
tered the shop, but could not see her 
daughter anywhere, and again called 
her without receiving any answer. 
Then she opened a door to a repair 
shop in the rear of the main store and 
to her horror she saw her daughter 
lying in a pool of blood. 

Crazed with grief and horror at the 
awful spectacle which her murdered 
child presented, she ran ‘to the street, 
wringine her hands and crying hyster- 
ically for help, Some passers by, at- 
tracted by her cries, came to her aid 
and on learning of the crime. imme- 
diately summoned Dr. Arthur Leclerc 
whose office is opposite. Dr. Leclere 
found the girl still breathing but in 
a state of unconsciousness, She was 
bathed In blood, and’ the left side of 
her head behind the ear had been 
crushed {n with a shoemaker’s hammer 
which was found clotted with blood 
and hair lying by the girl's side, 

All indications are that the perpe- 
trator of the dastardly crime was fa- 
millar with the lay out of the store 
and suspicion is sald to attach to two 
persons who had a grudge against the 
store, one of whom had been dismissed 
for dishonesty and the other refused 
when he applied for employment. 

The provincial and city police are 
working on the case and expect to 
make an arrest today, 


COFFIN GOES BY
